This 
includes eleven days- in October and 
does pot allow for delinquencies. 

Ordinance No. 14, relating to vehicles 
being driven on sidewalks, was 
adopted. 

Several bills were ordered paid. 

After considerable discussion by citi¬ 
zens present on the matter of the con¬ 
trol of the city’s streets, the meeting 
adjourned.

Clerk J. H. Nash called the board to 
order, and upon motion of Supervisor 
Blackburn, seconded by Supervisor 
Francis, Sujier visor Coleman was select¬ 
ed to act as chairman pro tern.

The matter of the investigation of 
the construction of the court house was 
postponed until the next regular meet¬ 
ing when it is expected a full board 
will be present. 

The same action was taken in the 
matter of the incorporation of Vista 
Grande. 

Action on granting liquor license 
permits and other minor matters were 
also postponed. 

Upon the request of Superintendent 
of Schools Cloud, who presented a 
petition from parents, the board formed 
a new school district on the coast side 
of the county to be called Miramar 
School District. 

Ten cents on every dollar of tax 
money collected by the county was, 
upon motion of Supervisor Blackburn, 
ordered tranferred from the general 
fund to the court house fund. 

In the matter of rebating taxes to 
the city of South San Francisco, action 
was postponed until the next regular 
meeting. 

Supervisor Francis was authorized 
to repair the township jail at Half 
Moon Bay. , 

After allowing several claims against < 
the general fund, the board adjourned. J

The White House at Colma is being 
remodeled into a general office for First 
Township officials. 

A number of the streets of Vista 
Grande are being graded and rocked by 
Contractor B. S. Green. 

'Fhe recent rains caused several slides 
and washouts on the Ocean Shore rail¬ 
road. Traffic has been delayed for 
several days. 

The Redwood City Council has 
raised the salaries of street superinten¬ 
dent and night watchman to $105 and 
$100 per month respectively. 

John J. Read, who was recently ap¬ 
pointed as superintendent at the county 
poor farm has resigned and John F. 
Ford of Redwood City has been tem¬ 
porarily placed in charge. 

Charles L. Baender, who was arrest¬ 
ed last October with Charles Allen on 
a charge of attempting to tap telegraph 
wires at a point near this city for the 
purpose of getting racing reports, was 
convicted in the Superior Court at 
Redwood City last Wednesday on a 
felony charge and recommended to the 
mercy of the court. The attorneys for 
the prosecution joined in the recom¬ 
mendation, as it was shown that the 
defendant had always borne a good 
character. Judge Buck suspended 
sentence. Charles Allen, who was 
jointly charged with Baender, was 
tried in December and found guilty, 
and now is serving a sentence of three 
months at San Quentin.

A TURNER MASTERPIECE. 

Origin o* the Painter’s Famous “Rain, 
Steam and Speed.” 

Of all pictures by the great English 
color poet, Turner, none is more popu¬ 
lar than that which now graces the 
London National gallery under the 
name of “Rain, Steam and Speed,” 
which was first exhibited in 1844. It 
is Impossible to reproduce this ade¬ 
quately. 

Concerning the origin of this picture ’ 
Ruskin furnishes an interesting tale. : 
The story was told to him by a friend, 
Lady Simon. It seems that she was 
traveling one night In the early days 
of the Great Western railway from I 
Exeter to London. “When I had taken 
off my coat and smoothed my ruffled 
plumes and generally settled myself,” 
she tells, “I looked up to see the most 
wonderful eyes I ever saw, steadily, 
luminously, clairvoyantly, kindly, pa¬ 
ternally looking at me. Th’e hat was 
over the forehead, the mouth and chin 
buried In the brown velvet coat collar 
of the brown greatcoat. Well, we went 
on, and the storm went on more and 
more until we reached Bristol, where 
we waited ten minutes. My old gen¬ 
tleman rubbed the side window with 
his coat cuff, in vain. He attacked the. 
center window, again In vain, so blur¬ 
red and blotted was it with the tor¬ 
rents of rRin. A moment’s hesitation 
and then, ‘Young lady, would you mind 
my putting down this window?’ 

“ ‘Oh, no not at all.’ 

“ ‘You may be drenched, you know.’ 

“ ‘Never, mind, sir.’ 

“Immediately down went the win¬ 
dow and out went the old gentleman’s 
head and shoulders, and I said, ‘Oh, 
please let me look.’ 

“ ‘Now, you will be drenched,’ he re¬ 
monstrated. But he half opened the 
window for me to see. Such a night! 
Such a chaos of elemental and artificial 
lights and noises I never saw nor 
heard. He drew up the window as we 
moved on. I leaned back for some 
minutes with closed eyes, then opened 
them and said, ‘Well, I have been 
drenched, but it was M r ell worth it.’ 

“He nodded and smiled and again 
took to his steady but inoffensive pe¬ 
rusing of my face. The next year, I 
think it was, going to the academy, I 
turned at once, as I always did, to see 
what Turners there were. Imagine 
my feelings! There stood M'ritten 
‘Rain, Steam and Speed, Great West¬ 
ern, June, 1843.’ I had found out 
whom the seeing eyes belonged to. As 
I stood looking at the picture I heard 
a mawkish voice behind me say: 

“ ‘There, now, just look at that! 
Ain’t It just like Turner? Who ever 
saw such a ridiculous conglomeration?’ 

I turned very quietly round and said: 

‘I did. I M-as in the train that night, 
and it is perfectly and wonderfully 
true.’ After lhat I walked quietly 
away.”—Helen Zimmern In Metropol¬ 
itan Magazine. 

Kongo Natives and Their Dead. 

“In the matter of preserving bodies 
for burial Kongos, after the usual

This is not considered a 
burial, and some years ago they 
brought out for a big funeral feast and 
dance the body of an Important chief 
that had thus been preserved for over 
twenty years. In other districts the 
dead are throM’n away into a river or 
into the bush to be devoured by jack¬ 
als and vultures.”

Quenching a Blaze In a Hurry on 
Board a War Vessel. 


PRANK OF A TRICKY MASCOT. 


There Were Lively Times on Deck 
When the Big Monkey Got Himself 
Mixed Up With Hot Pitch and Gun 
Cotton and*.'ook a Trip Aloft. 

We were making passage from Nor¬ 
folk, Va., to Lisbon, Portugal, in the 
United States steamship Alliance. It 
was shortly after 4 o’clock. I had just 
gone to my room for a pipeful of to¬ 
bacco when the sailmaker came to my 
door with a scared face. “Got any wa¬ 
ter in your room, Mr. Du Bois?” he 
said. 

“Yes; here’s a pailful.” 

“For God’s sake give it to me quick! 
The sail room’s atire, but don't say 
anything! I’ll have it out in a min¬ 
ute!” 

I handed him the pail of water, but 
was not going to take any chances of 
a tire on a man-of-war with fifteen 
tons of powder not six feet away, so 
I ran to the ship’s bell and rang the 
fire alarm as furiously as I could. In 
less time than it takes you to read this 
hand grenades were being thrown and 
water was pouring into the now sti¬ 
fling mass of burning canvas. Men 
jumped in among the great bundles of 
furled sails and passed them out, and 
When one could not endure the smoke 
any longer another took his place. At 
last the danger was over, and I began 
to look around and take stock of the 
affair.

I had often wondered what I would 
do in case of a fire on the ship. I 
would save my watch. A watch is 
never used at sea. so it hung from a 
hook over my desk. I would be sure 
to take along ray best girl’s picture, 
and there were a few other little be¬ 
longings which must not be parted 
with. Well, when the thing was over, 
what had I gathered together? Not 
my watch, not my best girl’s picture, 
not anything that I had thought I 
would, but I had filled my pockets 
with extract of beef and nothing else. 
Dumb instinct, not a thought of any¬ 
thing but of something good to eat in 
dire extremity. 

How did the fire start? The sail- 
maker, whose duty it is to keep the 
sails in good order, is privileged to go 
to the sail room at any time, but he is 
supposed to always carry a peculiar 
lantern, consisting of a common candle 
set in a globe of horn, sufficiently 
opaque to give enough light for his 
needs there. The candle does away 
with any danger from oil that might 
be spilled and catch fire, and the globe, 
being of horn instead of glass, pre¬ 
cludes a possibility of breakage. This 
time the sailmaker, desiring a little 
more light, had taken out the candle. 

It had dropped from his fingers away 
down into the bight of a furled sail, 
and the cloth had caught fire. There 
was a terrible mess of burned and 
smoky sails in there, and they were 
all hauled up on deck and spread out 
in the sun to dry and to find out just 
what the damage was. In the bottom 
of the room on the floor one of the 
men found the stump of candle and 
put it in his pocket. The sailmaker 
was a favorite on board, and the offi¬ 
cers never found out how the Are 
started. They thought they knew. 
The captain “broke” the sailmaker— 
that is, reduced him to the decks. But 
he couldn’t prove anything. So after 
a week or so he restored him to his old 
rank. 

We came near having another fire 
once, and, while it might have been 
very serious, it was really funny. 

We had several hundred pounds of 
gun cotton on board, and, fearing that 
It might have gathered dampness, the 
gunner’s gang got up the cases from 
the magazine, pulled It all out and 
spread it on the warm decks far aft in 
the sun to dry. Away forward the 
boatswain’s mate and his gang were 
busy with tar pots and ropes putting 
some of their stuff in order. 

We had on board a mascot in the 
shape of a monkey, one of the largest 
I have ever seen. He would stand 
quite three feet ‘high, and he was the 
very Old Nick for mischief. He was a 
great nuisance, that monkey, and must 
always be doing what he saw any of 
the men doing. 

Well, Mr. Monkey saw the men with 
the warm tar, and nothing would do 
but he must have a hand in the job 
literqlly, so he ran forward and dipped 
his hands into the pot and In a minute 
was all besmeared with tjie sticky 
stuff; then he bolted aft as fast as he 
could scamper and rolled in the gun 
cotton, got himself well covered with 
it and ran aloft into the rigging. Sail¬ 
ors have a saying, “The devil to pay 
and no pitch hot,” but the pitch was 
hot this time, and the condition was 
actually appalling. Some of the men 
ran after him. but it was Impossible to 


catch him. He was too shrewd for 
that. The gunner’s gang gathered up 
that gun cotton as men never did so 
fast in their lives before and put It 
back into the cans, for had that fool 
monkey dropped from aloft into it he 
would have blown the ship to king¬ 
dom come. They got it out of the way 
without disaster, but for several hours 
that creature sat up there picking gun 
cotton from himself and throwing it 
overboard. As I said, the episode 
would have been comical had it not 
been fraught with so much danger. It 
might have been “another sea mys¬ 
tery,” but it was not.—Stanley Du Bois 
in Los Angeles Times.

SPEARING A BEAR. 

Bruin’s Sharp Teeth Bit Through the 
Copper Sheathed Weapon. 

“Twice in my chase of bruin I have 
made use of a bear spear as my weap¬ 
on of attack,” writes Count Eric von 
Rosen, “and I may take this opportu¬ 
nity to maintain that the use of a 
spear entails no greater cruelty than 
any other mode of attack and that 
every hunter should be armed with 
one in reserve, since these powerful 
beasts have a vitality that triumphs 
over a stray bullet or more unless 
lodged in a vital region, and when 
wounded their retaliation is redoubta¬ 
ble and easily fatal. In Karelia, Fin¬ 
land, the bear is yet regarded as a 
noxious horror. The great black haired 
‘slagbjorn,’ or killing bear, is still ram¬ 
pant there, and a couple of winters 
back I was able to wreak justifiable 
vengeance on some beasts that had 
killed over a score of cows and nine 
horses. News had been brought me 
that some of these rascals were hiber¬ 
nating on a small marsh bound island. 

“We found no difficulty in locating 
their lair, and I took up my post at 
the entrance to it. armed only with my 
spear. I may explain that a bear spear 
consists of an ash staff some two 
yards long and about a couple of 
inches in diameter. There is a blade 
of steel about twelve inches in length, 
and the shaft is copper cased as a pre¬ 
vention against the teeth of bruin. As 
soon as my gentleman appeared I tried 
to stick him in the throat, but he par¬ 
ried adroitly, and I missed. I made 
another lunge and succeeded in driv¬ 
ing my spear point through his breast.

QUEER ENGLISH TAXES. 


Babie* p.s Well as Windows Used to 
Help Swell the Revenues. 

In 1G95 a tax of 2 shillings had to be 
paid by the parents of every “little 
stranger” born in England except by 
people in receipt of alms. Curiously 
enough, a measure proposing a tax on 
babies was introduced some time ago 
in the local parliament of the German 
princedom of Iteuss by which it was 
proposed that the parents or mother 
when registering the birth of a child 
should in each case contribute a sum 
amounting to 10 cents. 

Some time ago a good deal of merri¬ 
ment was aroused by a measure in¬ 
troduced in the legislature of New 
Jersey by which it was proposed to 
tax beards, but even this is not an 
original proposal. Queen Elizabeth put 
a tax on every beard of a fortnight’s 
growth, while a couple of centuries 
?go Peter the Great Insisted that all 
fcobles who wore beards should pay 
iOO rubles for the privilege. 

As chancellor of the English ex¬ 
chequer Pitt rendered himself very un¬ 
popular by the extraordinary means 
to which he resorted in order to im- 
prove the state of the country’s ex¬ 
chequer. He it was who first intro¬ 
duced the income tax, and he also 
levied a tax upon horses, which caused j 
a certain farmer to use a cow for the 
purpose of riding to and from market. 

Even more dissatisfaction, however, 
was caused by Pitt’s increase of the 
window tax, first imposed in the year 
that the tax on babies was enforced. 
This window tax caused property own¬ 
ers to wall up as many windows as 
possible, in order to reduce the amount 
for which they were liable.—Philadel¬ 
phia Ledger.

WHEN YOU WEEP. 


The Way That Tears Act Upon the 
Human Organism. 

Professor Waynbaum, M. D., of 
Paris publishes some queer facts re¬ 
garding t lie nature and purpose of 
tears, coining to the conclusion that 
tears act upon the human organism 
“like chloroform, ether or alcohol.” 

“When a human being gives way to 
sorrow,” says I)r. Waynbaum, “the 
blood pressure In the brain decreases. 
The tear helps in this process, which 
benumbs the brain for the time being, 
causing passiveness of the soul al¬ 
most approaching indifference. 

“Tears are blood, changing color by 
their passage through the lachrymal 
glands. One can drown his sorrow in 
tears as one can benumb his senses 
by the use of alcohol or drugs. When 
a person cries the facial muscles con¬ 
tract and the appearance of the face 
/•hanges, which action facilitates the 
%hlte blood letting, driving the blood 
particles Into the lachrymal gland, 
from which they issue in the shape of 
tears. 

“Children whose nervous system is 
particularly tender derive great ben¬ 
efit from crying occasionally. The act 
of crying relieves their brains. The 
same may be said with respect to wo¬ 
men.” 

The professor likewise explains why 
laughter sometimes produces tears, 
but the explanation is too technical 
for reproduction.

Active as Terriers, Sure Footed 
Mules, Patient as Donkeys. 

Shetlands are “foaled in the fields, 
live in the fields and die in the fields.” 
They have a rooted dislike for indoor 
life and thrive best when allowed to 
feed naturally on green grass, with 
perhaps hay in winter. Until two 
years old nature provides a soft, wool¬ 
like covering. Afterward the mature 
coat of hair appears, to be shed 
each spring, when the ponies appear 
sleek and handsome. Full grown, 
they are immensely strong, with wide 
quarters, powerful legs and a great 
width and depth over the heart and 
lungs. And, as Bengie wrote in 1870 
in his “Tour In Shetland:” “The 
Shetland pony is the most lovable of 
animals in the wide creation. They 
are sprightly and active as terriers, 
sure footed as mules and patient as 
donkeys. The horse is accredited as 
the noblest of the lower animals, and 
the Shetland pony stands at the head 
of this noble race as the most intelli¬ 
gent and faithful of them all.” 

The great value of the Shetland to 
the coal miners lies in its ability to 
work in the low galleries in thin 
seamed pits, where other ponies could 
not travel. Their strength does not 
correspond with their diminutive pro¬ 
portions, and they will travel thirty 
miles a day in the seams, drawing 
from twelve to fourteen hundred¬ 
weight. Underground their lot is 
hard, but use becomes second nature, 
and they are treated, if roughly, not 
unkindly.—St. James’ Gazette.

Pineapple “Fruice.” 

It has remained for the “White Rib- 
boners” of Nebraska to coin a new 
name for punch, which always savors 
of intoxicants even though it be a 
strictly temperance concoction.

Let this stand three hours 
until all the flavors are delightfully 
blended, then add half a gallon of ice 
water and pour over a block of Ice in 
the “ 4 >uiee” bowl.

ROOSEVELT ON NEW OEEICERS 
ANTI-JAPANESE TOR LOCAL AERIE 
LEGISLATION EAGLES INSTALLED 


A dispatch from (Sacramento says! 
that Theodore Roosevelt, in a telegram 
to Governor Gilletl last Saturday, ! 
placed his foot firmly upon all legisla¬ 
tion which the legislators of California 
proposed to direct against the Japanese. 
Governor Gil lef t has admitted that he 
had received a lifty or sixty, word tele¬ 
gram from the President saying in 
effect that any laws designed to affect 
the Japanese, most particularly in the 
matter of immigration, would be 
inimical to the welfare and interests of 
the State of < California and a source of 
trouble to the nation itself. 

The President telegraphed that lie 
understood such legislation had been 
proposed by members of the legisla¬ 
ture and he frankly requested that its 
passage be obstructed until after the 
governor had received a letter which 
should arrive here this week, The 
President’s telegram was preceded a 
few hours later by one from Senator 
Flint, expressing the wish of Roose¬ 
velt that drastic legislation directed 
against the Japanese be suppressed. 

Governor Gillett acted at once upon 
the request of Roosevelt, conferring 
with Assemblyman Drew of Fresno 
and inducing him to agree to withhold 
his bill inhibiting the ownership of 
lands by aliens. The measure in the 
assembly had been made a special order 
for Wednesday morning at 11 o’clock. 
It will go over. The bill, while it 
applied broadly to the ownership of 
lands by aliens, permits those who 
make their first declaration of inten¬ 
tion to become citizens of the United 
States to acquire title to land and 
realty. As neither the Chinese nor 
Japanese can become citizens of the 
United States, the measure is directed 
only at them. 

The governor will immediatly ascer¬ 
tain the nature of all Grove L. John¬ 
son’s measures and other bills which 
have been introduced, and affecting 
the Japanese particularly, with a view 
to having their advancement imi>eded 
until such time as he may change his 
mind.

REDUCTION OF 
INSURANCE RATES 
FOR THIS CITY 


The Merchants’ Board of Trade of 
this city, through i,ts President, J. L. 
Debenedetti, sent a communication to 
the Board of Fire Underwriters of San 
Francisco, asking that organization to 
make an effort to materially reduce the 
fire insurance rates for this city. 

In reply'to the request the following 
communication has been received: 

San Francisco, Jan. 15, 15)01). 

Mr. J. L. Debenedetti, South San 
Francisco, Cal.—Dear Sir: I have de¬ 
layed answering your letter of January 
7th until I could get more careful in¬ 
formation from our engineers regard¬ 
ing fire protection, the engineer who 
made the survey being out of town. 
Reference to schedule indicates a full 
appreciation of the water supply, 
charges against this portion of the pro¬ 
tection being only four points. At 
the time sursey was made the volun¬ 
teer lire department was penalized one 
point on account of not being as yet 
etticient. Charges were made against 
the locality for lack of lire alarm tele¬ 
graph, lire marshal, police system, 
pavement of streets, lack of building 
ordinances; there is also a conflagration 
hazard consequent upon the frame 
ranges, 'file total deficiency points 
against the town figure twenty-eight, 
which brings your district into what is 
known as Book 8, indicating a fair 
amount of protection. Rates were re¬ 
published on this basis, without refer¬ 
ence to the 25‘/c which was added to all 
rates for the (joast after the lire. 

1 will be glad to take up the state of 
affairs existing at the present time, 
and will send one of our engineers to 
meet any appointment the city may 
make; we will co-operate in all move¬ 
ments toward improvements and these 
improvements necessarily improve 
rates for both brick and frame build¬ 
ings.
